THE SCOTT LAW. 


The Supreme Court of Ohio having de­ 
cided the Scott Liquor I .aw unconstitu­ 
tional, there is recalled to the reader’s mind 
the debate concerning that statute last year, 
and which, it will he rem em bered, the 
R eco rd -! nion followed closely, explaining 
its details anil the issues, frotu day to day. 
T he decision was not unexpected. W hen 
Ohio went Republican in October, it was 
certain it would he made. 
It is one in a 
long list of political decisions from tlic 
judicial bench which have done more than 
all else to bring the judiciary into disre­ 
spect. 
It testifies once more to the ease 
w ith which adroit lawyers can tw ist the in­ 
terpretation of statutes to suit the desired 
drift. 
The law laid a tax upon the sale of 
liquors. The Democratic party opposed it, 
for it is the steadfast opponent of all meas­ 
ures of that character. To make its faith 
m anifest by works, it became necessarv to 
assail the constitutionality of tlic law, even 
in the face of a decision of the Supreme 
Court that the law was constitutional. But 
tho pcrsoncl o fth eb ern h has changed since 
th at tim e, and its preponderance is now 
Dem ocratic. The Court last year held that 
a tax is not a license t > sell, but a method 
o f assessing a penalty for doing that which 
the Constitution of Ohio declares no one 
shall be licensed to do sell liquor. The same 
bench, hut w ith the personality changed, 
now decides that as the Act in question 
creates a lien on the building in which the 
soiling of liquor at retail is carried on, it is 
a license to sell, and hence unconstitu­ 
tional. 
It will !>■' observed that this view 
o f the case leaves out the consideration that 
was the substructurcot the former decis­ 
ion, that a law levying a tax upon the sale 
o f spirituous liquors is not. a license to sell. 
There is, it will he obvious, every opportu­ 
nity to assail the present decision as f o r c e d 
anil unreasonable. The result of it is in­ 
tended to strengthen the Democratic v o t e 
to-day. Tlic actual outcome is to give 
liejuor-selling freedom from taxation. 
It 
cannot be licensed, it cannot lie tax ed ; it 
avoids 
the 
Constitution, it avoids the 
statute, and th e average Democrat in Ohio 
rejoices, w hile the taxpayers m ourn.

All other m atters will go to the wall in 
the United States to-day. in order that the 
great American people may decide who 
their Chief Magistrate, to say nothing of 
lesser officials, shall he. 
In Sacramento, as 
elsewhere, the public offices and Courts 
will be closed, most of the large business 
houses will not transact business, freight 
will not be received at the depot, and there 
will be a general rallying to the polls. 
It 
behooves voters to scan their tickets care­ 
fully, and see that they bear the names of 
parties for whom they wish to vote, as tiiere 
are rum ors that “ bogus” tickets will be 
circulated. By accident, also. Republicans 
are liable to lose tlieir vote for Assembly­ 
man hi the Eighteenth District, as there 
are sonic tickets out, properly issued a 
few days ago. bearing Mr. Ryan's name 
as a candidate for the Assembly from that 
district.

Yesterday m orning the Police Commis­ 
sioners held a speck': meeting for the pur­ 
pose of m aking necessary arrangem ents for 
the enforcement of the election liquor law. 
W. D. Comstock, \V. It. Strong ami N. N. 
Denton, on behalf of the Citizens' Associa­ 
tion. asked that the law be enforced, which 
forbids the .selling of intoxicating drinks on 
election day, and also that tlie “ 100-foot 
law ” be strictly enforced. 
Each of the 
Commissioners expressed themselves in 
favor of enforcing the law. 
It was a goo<l 
law, and they thought every good citizen 
would lend his moral support if the offi­ 
cers would endeavor to secure its enforce­ 
ment. Several saloon-keepers had already 
> xprfssi-d a determ ination to observe it 
anyway : others would follow the good ex­ 
am ple set. and there would be nodifficultv, 
they thou -lit, in having 
it strictly o b ­ 
served. The C hief.said he had but eight 
polii eniet. on day watch, and tlu re were 
«•¡even polling precincts in th e city. The 
Board authorized the < huff to employ three 
more policemen for the day and to notify 
all saloon-keepers by circular that arrests 
tor violating the law would be made. The 
law reads as follows :
